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Housing  Conditions. 


Two  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  also,  three  to  replace  two  which 
were  burnt  down,  and  one  old  tenement.  Two  railway  carriages  were  reconstructed 
for  people  to  dwell  in. 

There  is  a  gieat  shortage  of  houses,  consequently  very  many  cases  of 
overcrowding. 

A  number  of  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  in  cases  of  delapi- 
dations  verbal  orders  were  given  and  attended  to.  No  written  orders  were  served. 

Report  of  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  there  were  381  Privies  emptied  also  182  Ashpits. 

Owing  to  Infectious  Diseases  there  were  14  houses  disinfected. 

Two  lots  of  bedding  were  destroyed  on  account  of  being  soiled  by  dis¬ 
charges  from  cancer  cases. 

We  have  no  mecms  at  our  disposal  for  disinfecting  bedding. 

Bake  blouses,  Slaughter  Houses,  Cow  Sheds  and  Dairies  have  been  in¬ 
spected  and  found  satisfactory. 

The  Lodging  Houses  have  been  inspected  by  the  Police  and  found  to  be 
well  kept  and  clean . 

Report  of  the  County  Analyst. 

Ten  samples  of  Milk  and  fourteen  samples  of  other  foods  were  sent  for 
Analysis  ;  all  proved  to  be  genuine  with  the  exception  of  one  milk  sample  which 
was  adulterated  with  13  per  cent,  of  added  water. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  sent  to  be  analysed  and  were  found  to  be 
contaminated  with  Sewage  matter  and  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Epidemics. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  a  slight  epidemic  of  Influenza  and 
two  cases  died.  Whooping  Cough  was  with  us  at  the  middle  of  the  year  and  two 
cases  died. 

There  were  fifteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  last  three 
months  and  three  deaths  resulted  therefrom. 

The  cause  of  the  epidemic  was  not  traced  and  it  ceased  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  general  health  of  the  Town  was  then  satisfactory.
